organization. Tt appears to be an attempt by gurcpean labor to get labor 
organized and 1t le very likely that trades union people from the UK are 
interested in getting similar organizations in Kenya. I have noticed the 
Government takes the attitude, in regard to things of this sort, that they 
prefer to have such groups orgenize out in the open then the responeibility 
can be placed on the leaders in charge of it, rather then ban such organizations 
end then have them boil up underneath. A great wany organizations of this 
kind the Government does not oppose until such time as they definitely 
ehoy themselves to be detrimental. 


RADLROADS 


G. The rallromds bave Africans in their organization, but just how high up they 
ean go I do not knew. There are Africans employed as station masters, although 
the majority are Asians, and there are some engineers and firemen on the trains. 
For railway mintenance they have little settlements every three or four miles 
where Africana live. and are employed on a full time basis as road gangs that 
go along the track and keep it up. There are wany Africans handling switches 3 
flags, ete., in the railroad yards. 


ROADS 

7. Main rouds are built and maintained by the Public Works Department (Pwd). The 
secomlary roads and the next lower class are maintained by the various District 
Coaumeiis. tT the Mechakos District there is a European foreman (there might 
be cases where Africans hold this job) and he is responsible for the roads in 
his district and for other building projects such as bridges, etc. The districts 
have « certain number of trucks available as well as one or two gxegers. They 
have road gangs, employed on a full time basis, under the direction of an 
African foreman. In addition, the other minor roads and paths are the 
responsibility of the local chiefs. The district roed gangs generally 
do the main work to put them in shape but then repsira and maintenance 
are done, on a part time basis, by local persons in the area under the 
direction of the chief. During the rainy season all roads, including the 
main highweys, are often cut off for various lengths of time. Side roads 
in addition to being cut off can become very slippery and one can easily get 
stuck.
